Attorney General Dis- 
closes Reports of Pres- 
sure by County Of.

Resign. 


Attorney General John M. 
Dalton told the Post-Dispatch 
today he was preparing a report 
of his investigation of lax law 
enforcement in St. Louis county 
‘ which “may include information 


on efforts to seek the ouster of 
Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley.” 

“I have received reports,” Dal- 
ton said, “that pressure is now 
being put on Mosley to force his 
resignation by persons associ- 
ated with the county administra- 
tion and with the Republican 
party.” 

He said those wanting Mosley 
to step out were acting to “take 
the heat off” the county. 

Appointment of a 10-man citi- 
zens’ commission to study law 
enforcement in the county and 
recommended improvements in 
the present system was author- 
ized yesterday by the County 
Council. 

The action was the first step 
in implementing a proposal 
made by State Representative 
A. Clifford Jones (Rep.), Fifth 
District, for a metropolitan po- 
lice department to serve incor- 
porated and unincorporated 
areas of the county. 

The department would replace 
the present system of enforce- 
ment under a sheriff, which has 
come under fire following many 
complaints of Sheriff Mosley’s 
handling of the office. Wide- 
spread reports of law violations 
have led to investigations by 
Attorney General Dalton and 
other agencies under Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly. 


Prompt Action Directed. 


Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
was directed to appoint the com- 
mission as promptly as possible. 
The group would be empowered 
to “study present provisions for 
police in St, Louis county and 
in the incorporated areas within 
it, the over-all structure of law 
enforcement therein, and report 
to the council its findings.” 

If the commission thinks it 
wise, the resolution continued, 
it should recommend legislation 
to the County Council to enable 
the county to fulfill recommend- 
ations. A deadline for action of 
April 1, 1954, was set, with prog- 
ress reports due before that date. 

The resolution authorized the

CUT IN AID 


BY HOUSE GROUP REPORTED 


Subcommittee Said to 


Have Trimmed For- 


eign Assistance Despite Personal 
Plea by Eisenhower. 


“WASHINGTON, July 16 (UP)— 
A House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee has voted to cut about 
$1,100,000,000 off President 
Eisenhower's foreign aid request, 
it was learned today. 

Despite a personal plea by 
Eisenhower that his program be 
adopted without major reduc- 
tion, it was understood the sub- 
committee voted to cut about 
$800,000,000 off the military aid 
program and about $300,000,000 
from economic and technical as- 
sistance. 


Congress previously had voted 
to authorize as much as $5,150,- 
000,000 in foreign aid appropri- 
ations for the current fiscal year. 
Eisenhower signed the authoriza- 
tion bill today. 

The subcommittee recommen- 
dation would cut the money ac- 
tually allowed to about four bil- 
lion. 

Eisenhower met with mem- | 
bers of the House and Senate | 
Appropriations Committees on | 
foreign aid yesterday in an ef- | 
fort to persuade them to vote | 
the full amount authorized. 

A few hours later, the House | 
subcommittee voted not to heed | 
his plea. 

Both Republican and~ Demo- | 
cratic subcommittee members | 
said they were “very much im- | 
pressed” with Eisenhower's ar- 
guments, but a majority felt 
that a 21.5 per cent cut could 
be made without “wrecking thé 
program,” one of them said. 

The subcommittee action is 
subject to approval by the full 
Appropriations Committee, 


which probably will meet Sat- 
urday. Then the House and 
Senate must act on it. The 
House probably will take up the 
foreign aid appropriations bill 
next Tuesday. 

Some of the subcommittee 
members who opposed the cuts 
said they did not feel the for- 
eign aid program would be 
“crippled.” 

“The subcommittee did what 
it thought was right,” one mem- 
ber, who asked not to be identi- 
fied by name, told a reporter. 
“There were differences of opin- 
ion. The President made a very 
effective appeal. Otherwise the 
cut might have been greater.” 

House Republican Leader 
Charles A. Halleck said last 
night he thought it would be 
“possible” to cut about $500,000,- 
000 from the White House re- 
quest “in view of. current de- 
velopments.” 

Informed sources said the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee 
still has not decided on a total 
figure. The general inclination is 
to go along with whatever cuts 
the House votes if they are not 
too steep.

Justice Vinson handed down 
a belatéd opinion for the Sa- 
preme Court majority which ex- 
plained the court's 6-3 décision 
June 19 vacating the Douglas 
stay of execution. The Rosen- 
bergs were executed a few hours 
later. 

Senator Pat McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, has introduced a bill to 
limit the power of a single judge 
or justice to stay death sen- 
tences. The bill obviously was 
prompted by Douglas’s action. 

Justice Vinson’s Opinion to- 
day said Douglas's powér to 


| grant the stay is “indisputable.” 


.,.. Douglas, in issuing the 
stay,” Vinson said, “did not act 


to grant some form of amnésty 


or last-minute reprieve to the 
déeferidants; he simply actéd to 
protect (the court's) jurisdiction 
over the case, to maintain the 
status quo...” 

Justice Vinson added that the 
full court on reviewing the legal 


‘point raised by the stay—the 
validity of the death sentences 


undér the atomi¢ énergy law— 
disagteed with Douglas's “seri- 
ous doubts” about the case. 

“This court has the responsi- 
bility,” he said, “to supervise 
the administration of criminal 
justice by the federal judiciary. 

“This includes the duty to see 
that the laws are not only en- 
forced by fair proceedings, but 
also that the punishments pre- 
scribed by the laws are énforced 
with a reasonable degree of 
promptness and certainty.” 

Justice Vinson said the Su- 
preme Court met this responsi- 
bility by convening in extraordi- 
nary out-of-term session and 
disposing of the Rosenberg case 
“forthwith.”

WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP) 
—The Civil Service Commission 
today ordered the firing of 102 
of the 263 remaining higher- 
bracket employes of the Na- 
tional Produgtion Authority, and 
their replacement with an equal 
number the commission said 
were improperly laid off on 
June 30. 

The commission took the ex- 
traordinary step, it announced, 
because of 102 victims of NPA'’s 
mass discharges at the end of 
the fiscal year had higher Civil 
Service job-retention rights than 
those kept on. 

These employes were all in 
Civil Service grades paying 
$4205 a year and up.

Instead, Churchill, who is 
resting at his nearby country 
home On the advice of his doc- 
tors, finds the Big Three West- 
ern powers, including his own 
government, making arrange- 
ments for a meeting of foreign 
ministers with Russian Foreign 
Minister Viacheslav Molotov. 
And the agenda is fixed firmly 
—arrangements for free elec- 
tions in East and West Germany. 

Britain, in nce wi 
arrangements made at the Wash- 
ington meeting, joined the 
United States and France in 
sending the note to Russia pro- 
posing a four-power conference 
of foreign ministers “about the 
end of September at a place to 
be mutually agreed upon.” 

Batkward Step? 

But from the point of view of 
Churchill and those who sup- 
port him, the announcement by 
the three foreign ministers in 
Washington was a negative one. 
To them, it carried the situation 
back to the Western note to 
Russia of Sept. 23, inviting Rus- 
sia to discuss free elections in 
Germany, and not ahead to 
something more promising. 

Britain stands solidly by the 
Sept. 23 note and Churchill 
in a message to West Germany’s 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer re- 
iterated his adherence to it. 

At the same time, responsible 
British officials do not expect 
Russia to accept Western de- 
mands for the Soviet surrender 
of Eastern Germany and its in- 
corporation into a reunited Ger- 
many which would be free to 
join the European army, 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion or any other element of the 
Western defense alliance. 

On the contrary, there is good 
reason to suspect that Molotov, 
if he accepts a meeting, will ad- 
here to the previous Soviet offer 
to reunite the two divided parts 
of Germany on the condition 
that the future single country re- 
mains neutral and independent 
of both East and West.

Big Three Bid Puts Next Move 


On Reich Unity Up to Russia 


Regarded as Hot One for Reds Since No 


Nation Wanting German Support Can 


Oppose Merger.

WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP). 


ESTERN proposals for a Big Four meeting on Germany put 
squarély up to Moscow today the next move in the developing rr 
diplomatic battle over German unification. 


The proposal is regarded here as a hot one for the Reds to 
handle because reunification is something that no country which 
wants support in Germany can be against. 


Yet the unification which the 
United States, Britain and 
France clearly seek is one which 
would associate a united Ger- 
many closely with the West and, 
if possible, bring it into the 


western European defense line- 


we ohe Russians thus are being 
asked to accept a foreign min- 
isters’ meeting to consider roll- 
ing the Iron Curtain back at 
least to the borders of Poland. 
The Western powers have re 
served the right to restore cer- 
tain Polish areas to a united 
Germany. If they should insist, 
the rollback would be even 
greater. 

Frontier Line Accord. 

Poland and East Germany 
agreed in January 1951 to a 
frontier line transferring more 
territory from Germany to Po- 
land than provided for in the 
1945 Potsdam agreement among 
the Big Four. The Western Al- 
lies have never accepted the 
new boundary line. 

The proposals for a meeting 
“of limited duration . . . about 
the end of September at a place 
to be mutually agreed” were 
made to the Soviet yesterday in 
notes delivered to their embas- 
sies in London, Paris and Wash- 
ington, The notes were re- 
leased last night and the pro- 
posals in all are the same. 

This line of action by the 
Western nations grows out of 
decisions made here by Secre- 
tary of State Dulles, Britain's 
Lord Salisbury and Foreign 
Minister Bidault of France to 
seek Big Four talks on Germany 
following the West German 
elections of Sept. 6. It was 
agreed that to hold them before 
that time would embarrass the 
West German government. 

These three subjects were 
proposed for discussion: 

1. The organization of free 
elections in West Germany, 
which is controlled by the West- 
ern powers, in divided Berlin 


and Soviet East Germany. There 
would be discussion of establish- 
ment of political freedoms for 
all Germans “before, during and 
after elections.” 

2. Proposed creation of an 
all-German government “with 
freedom of action in internal 
and external affairs.” 

3. Final agreement on a 
treaty ending the occupation 
and restoring the independence 
of Austria. 

The Western powers told Rus- 
sia steps proposed on Germany 
“must precede the opening of 
discussions with the Soviet gov- 
ernment for a German peace 
treaty.” 

Settlement Importance. 

The importance of a German 
settlement, the note said, is 
“that no real progress can be 
made toward a general relaxa- 
tion of tension in Europe so 
long as this problem remains 
unsolved.” 

“The conclusion of the Ger- 
man and Austrian treaties which 
are long overdue,” the United 
States note said, “clearly consti- 
tutes an essential element of the 
European settlement which the 
United States Government re- 
= as a major contribution to

unanswered, the invitation said 
this Government was making a 
new effort, “mindful of the even 
greated urgency which the re- 
cent events have givén to Ger- 
man unification” It referred 
specifically to “recent events in 
Eastern Germany and in Ber- 
lin,” where workers’ riots broke 
out last month.

There is, another reason. No other Senator 
Republican or Democratic criticized the three 
members who resignéd rather than submit to 
MéCarthy’s demand that he have the sole right 
to hire and fire committee staff members. 

The three Democrats consulted their party 
leaders in the Senate ahd were sustained in 
their decision to walk out. Meantime the Re- 
publicans looked on in silence.

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The Governor and State Hospitals 

When the Missouri Senate and House, after 

long argument, finally @greed on $28,967,000 for 
the state mental hospitals, it seemed that this 
state had finally decided to try to provide some- 
thing like adequate care for mental patients. 
But Gov. Donnelly has now cut nearly three 
millions from this figure. 
_ The Governor made these hospitals a target 
for his ecOnomy program at the very first. In 
his budget message he recommended even less 
money for them than they had been getting. 
Thé House, after a serious study of the hospitals’ 
plight, proposed about 12 millions more than the 
Governor. ° 

It was the difference between House and low- 
er Sefiate figures which threatened to keep the 
Legislature from meeting its new adjournment 
deadline. But the House members stood firm, 
and won the long end of the compromise. 

Now, after the excellent work of the House, 
and its well~won victory over the Senate, the 
Governor has cut the total about down to the 
Senate's size, This is still nearly five millions 
more than the mental hospitals received in the 
last biennium. But it shows that Missouri has 
a long way to go before the state hospitals reach | 
the level of those of neighboring states. 
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Poor Veto in Springfield 

Gov. Stratton has vetoed an educational tele- 
vision bill for reasons that will seem undecipher- 
able to citizens of this metropolitan area. The 
bill would have allowed East Side school boards 
to contribute, as Missouri schools are doing, to 
the educational station on Channel 9. Gov. 
Stratton seems to imply that this might add to 
the financial burden on schools or taxpayers. 
The fact is that only small amounts of money 
were involvéd, no tax increases were involved, 
and the sole question was whether Illinois school 
boards were to have the right to spend their 
educational funds in television as well as class- 
rooms. Residents of the Illinois part of this 
area may well ask why the Governor denies 
them this authority. 
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The Indochinese Tangle 

The introduction of the Indochinese war into 
the just-ended talks of the French, British and 
American foreign secretaries in Washington in- 
dicates a growing French insistence that this is 
an international problem, rather than a purely 
French concern. 

Washington has gone along with this view to 
some éxtent—as indicated by American military 
aid and the visit of an American military mission 
last month under Lt. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, 
commander of the United States Army in the 
Pacific Area. But Washington has also made it 
clear that no American troops are going to the 
aid of the French and the Indochinese Associ- 
ated States in the long, dreary struggle against 
Communist-affiliated Vietminh. 

In discussing the Korean truce negotiations, 
President Eisenhower expressed the hope that 
an end of fighting in Korea would also bring 
hostilities in Indochina and Malaya to a close. 
But the French now report increased Commu- 
nist aid to the enemy. In Washington, Foreign 
Minister Bidault discussed French plans for wit- 
hing the war. He put the cost at about $285,- 
000,000, Yet the average Frenchman seems thor- 
oughly fed up with the war, and candidates for 
premier in the recent cabinet crisis were most 
évasive on the issue. Since M. Laniél is re- 
garded as virtually the weakest of them, few 
observers expect really strong action from him. 

The situation has been complicated by unsat- 
isfactory relations between France ang the three 
Indochinese states, especially Cambodia, The 
Indochinese have long campaigned for full free- 
dom, and the King of Cambodia recently threat: 
ened te fight for it. Some of the leaders of the

‘ruling party in Cambodia, incidentally, are not 
unfriendly toward the Vietminh enemy. 

Under these circumstances, France has prom- 
isead concessions and has asked Indochinese 
leaders to Paris for talks. This invitation was 
accepted quickly enough by Vietnam and Laos, 
but rathér reluctantly by Cambodia. A grant of 
a greater measure of independence séems feces- 
sary, if only to maintain a solid front against 
the enemy. This—with more troops and material 
from France—might well bring victory.

With these statements as background, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson are fow moving to establish acreage 
allotments and marketing quotas for the nation’s 
wheat growers for the first time since 1942. To 
put it in the language of campaign oratory, they 
are gding to tell the American farmer how much 
wheat he can plant and how much he can sell. 


Is this regimeftation? If so, it is the same 
kind of regimentation which has been in the 
farm law sifice the 30s. It might be called regi- 
mentation by eohsent, for the wheat farmers will 
get a chance, in a nationwide referendum next 
month, to say whether they want quotas. ~~ 


Marketing quotas will not be imposed unless 
two-thirds of them say so. They will, of course, 
be under strong pressure to vote “yes,” because 
if they vote “no” they will automatically cut the 
support price for wheat from $2.20 to $1.25. 


Do the Administration's controis on wheat 
production “encourage uneconomic production 
and result in continuing heavy surpluses and 
subsidies?” There can be little doubt that they 
do. Under the Agriculture Act of 1949, the pres- 
ent supply situation in wheat calls for a 30 per 
eént reduction in acfeage. 

Congress, at the request of the Administra- 
tion, has now changed the law so that only a 20 
per cent reduction will be imposed. As Senator 
Aiken of Vermont said, a deeper cut was indi- 
cated, but “we didn’t have the heart” to make 
it. The result will be some uneconomic produc- 
tion, continuing surpluses and heavy subsidies. 

The Administration cannot be blamed for eas- 
ing the wheat farmer's adjustment somewhat. It 
cannot be blamed for asking, as compensation 
for the millions of taxpayers’ dollars it will 
spend to support wheat prices, that farmers 
plant less wheat. But let us hope that, with the 
events of 1953 in the record, the Republicans 
will not have the face again to offer farm sub- 
sidies in one hand and freedem from crop con- 
trol in the other. 
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Where Did the Money Go? 


- The attempt to shed light on the “mutual 
benefit” and “welfare” funds collected from 
employes of the School Board’s building depart- 
ment has been short-circuited by the untimely 
vacation schedules of some witnesses. 


Whether this is just another of those untime- 
ly ¢oincidences that abound in affairs of this 
sort is not clear. But one thing is clear. Eventu- 
ally the vacation period will end, and the inves- 
gating committee can begin digging again after 
answers to the more important query: Who got 
the money? 

Was it used for pure, sweet charity, as some 
witnesses report, or was it paid out for political 
purposes, as mafiy School Board employes be- 
lieve?

Almost evéryone who has been to Washing- 
ton has seen and admired the beauties of Rock 
Creek Park, that strip of green woodland that 
winds through much of the*national capital.

Yet there is a plan to route U.S, Highway 240 
and the Maryland expressway through Rock 
Creek Park.

It raises the question whether any high 
overnment official can afford to serve 


he public interest faithfully and cour- 
ageously. The facts known so far are: 

The State Department tried to kill 
the International Claims Commission 
by cutting off its funds. That did not 
work fast enough, so President Eisen- 
hower fired the two commission mem- 
bers—Raymond S. McKeough and Jo- 
siah Marvel Jr. 

McKeough made a great record as a 
progressive Cofigressman from Illinois, 
as a member of the 
U. S. Maritime 
Commission, and 
on the Claims 
Commission. He 
always stood up 
for the people and 
against plunderers 
of the public 
purse. He re- 
ceived strong sup- 
port from Marvel, 
who was chairman 
of the Internation- 
al Claims Commis- 
sion. 

The commission's 
job was to decide 
who, among hundreds of “claimants,” 
should get shares of $17,000,000 which 
the government of Yugoslavia agreed 
to pay to American citizens and cor- 
— who suffered property losses 

that country as a result of war and 
revolution. 


When McKeough and Marvel began 
that job they were faced with is 

blem: The total sum available was 
17,000,000. One huge corporation 
alone, Standard Oil of New Jersey, 
claimed $11,500,000. 
Cromwell, the Wall Street international 
law firm from which Se¢retary of State 
John F. Dulles came, represented big 
clients claiming $9,000,000. Other large 
corporations put in huge claims. 


Plight of the “Little Fellows” 


Obviously, if these big fellows were 
paid off first, there would be less than 
nothing for the hundreds of little fé1- 
lows, who could not afford to hire in- 
fluential lawyers. 


Moreover, the commission had only 
a small staff, and it would take time 
to check up on the big fellows’ claims, 
to see how much of them was justified. 

Of course, McKeo d Marvel 
layed safe, by promptly 
giving the big and influential fellows 
what they demanded, and forgetting 
about thé little fellows, but these two 
faithful public servants would not do 
that. 


The State A\épartnient wrote the 
original Claims Commission bill and 
put it through the House. This bill 
would have given that department 
complete control over payment of the 
claims. The Senate, and finally = 
gress, changed the bill to set up the

eommission with independent powers, 
go under the general supervision 
of State Department. Congress 
made that change so the commissioners 
would be free to resist “pressure.” 

The State Department did not like 
the change and has been hostile to the 
commission. Not long ago, the depart- 
ment sent three men to “investigate” 
the commission and its work. 

One of these men was Matthew J. 
Kust, a lawyer who came to the State 
Department from Dulles’s old Wall 
— law firm. Kust told McKeough 


“Why do you spend so much time 
on the small claims of —— who lost 
little farms in Yugoslavia?

McKeough looked at the Sullivan 
and Cromwell lawyer with amazement, 
and said: “I never thought I'd hear that 
kind of talk in America.” 

Kust and the other two State De- 
partment “investigators” made a criti- 
cal re about the commission's work, 
and the department issued a statement 
saying the commission has spent too 
much money in proportion to the claims 
paid so far.

McKeough and Marvel insist that, 
under the law creating the commission, 
the President had no legal right to fire 
them, except after making definite 
charges of misbehavior in office, and 
holding public hearings.

HOUSE, by Charies Tabb Hazsirigg. (Bookman

“Who reads an American book?” 

was a question that embarrassed sen- 
sitive Americans in 1820 when the dig- 
nified British critic Sydney §mith ad- 
dressed it to the curfent literary 
Sphinx.

NOVELIST AND POET 


Noted. French- Born British 
Author Succumbs to 
Burns at Age of 82. 


GUILDFORD, England, July 
16 (AP)—Hilaire Belloc, poet, 
novelist and historian, died to- 
day from burns received when 
he fell. into a fireplace at his 


home Sunday. He was 82 years | 


old. 

Belloc was one of the literary 
giants who dominated the dec- 
ades at the turn of the century. 
Through two generations, begin- 
ning in 1896, Belloc’s facile but 
meticulous pen poured out a 
seemingly endless cascade of 
brilliant essays, novels, histories, 
poetry and light verse. Allto- 
gether he wrote 153 books. 

He was born in France, but 
became a British citizen in 1902. 

Always a fervent Roman Cath- 
olic, Belloc was once described 
as a “genially pugnacious pro- 
tagonist of the Catholic faith in 
English literature.” He support- 
ed the thesis that Latin culture 
was superior to Nordic and be- 
lieved in the continuity of Ro- 
man influencé in Great Britain. 

Belloc was widely known as a 
controversialist. He not only de- 
bated religion and politics, but 
also set himself up as a military 
critics and throughout World 
War I and for years thereafter 
analyzed the various battles. A 
favorite antagonist was H. G. 
Wells. 

He was a contemporary of G. 
K. Chesterton and George Ber- 
nard Shaw. 

His younger son’s death in 
World War II came as the last 
great personal tragedy in his 
life. He had lost his elder son 
in World War I. His wife, for- 
merly Miss Elodie Hogan, of 
Napa, Calif., died in 1914. 

In 1938, Belloc became a vis- 
iting professor in current his- 
tory in the graduate school at 
New York’s Fordham University. 
He had visited the United States 
earlier on lecture tours. 

Many British critics regarded 
Belloc as one of the most pol- 
ished masters of the English lan- 
guage. — 

They looked back at travel 
works like “The Path of Rome,” 
“Hills and the Sea,” “The 
Thames,” “The Road,” “The 
Stane Street,” and “The Cruise 
of the Nona”; his novels: “Mr. 
Clutterbuck’s Election” and “Mr. 
Petre,” his satires on politics and 
finance; historical biographies 
such as “Napoleon” and “Crom- 
well”; studies in political theory 
like “The Servile State,” and 


the religious inquiry “Europe- 


and the Faith.” ; 
This was Belloc’s own epitaph, 
composed half humorously: 
“When I am dead I hope it 
. may be said, 
His sins were scarlet but his 
books were read.”

Although 
they are more perishable than 
some other meat items, they 
may be kept in the home freezer 
for about three months. 

As for other meats, you will 
continue to find beef and veal 
the most consistent values. How- 
ever, you may be able to get 
genuine spring lamb at good 
prices this week, and mighty 
good it is when properly cooked.

HE blue, blue blueberry is 
a summer treat that we just 
can’t ignore, even though 
the crop is rather short this 
year. Once upon a time these 
berries grew in such abundance 
that the American Indians called 
them “berries plentiful.” But 
the season lasted only about two 
weeks each summer, and they 
were just a memory the rest of 
the year. ° 

Then, back at the turn of the 
century, scientists began to cul- 
tivate these wild blueberries. 
The result: Today's big, juicy 
flavorsome berries, full of nu- 
tritious goodness; and a season 
which, although still relatively 
brief, is longer than the three 
to four weeks in Grandmother's 
day. 

Blueberries “as is” with cream 
and blueberry pie are old favor- 
ites, but here is a recipe with 
which you may not be familiar. 


Blueberry Pinwheels, 


Two and one-half cups sifted 
all-purpose flour. 

Three and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One-fourth cup shortening. 

One egg. 

One-half cup milk. 

Combine dry ingredients in 
mixing bowl, Cut in shortening 
until mixture resembles coarse 
corn meal. Combine egg and 
milk.

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BRITISH RELAX 
CRBS AT TOWN 
IN SUEZ ZONE 


Move Is Expected to 
Ease Tension Over 
Roadblocks in Is- 
mailia Area. 


CAIRO, July 16 (AP) — The 
British announced today they 
are relaxing restrictions on road 
and rail traffic around the Suez 
canal town of Ismailia. 

The move is expected to ease 
tension over establishment of 


British-manned roadblocks and 
check points on Monday. 

The British charged an Egyp- 
tian officer was implicated in 
the disappearance of a British 
airman. The Egyptian authorities 
denied any knowledge of the in- 
cident and demanded the traffic 
controls be lifted. Despite strong 
Egyptian resentment no serious 
incidents were reported in the 
area, 

While there was no word of 
the missing airman, A. V. Rig- 
den, Egyptian police did hand 
back another British soldier who 
said he wanted to quit the army 
because of financial difficulties. 

A British communique said: 
“Due to an improved situation 
in Ismailia, the general officer 
commanding British troops in 
Egypt, Lt. Gen. Francis Festing, 
has informed the Ismailia sub- 
governor that although some of 
the additional posts set up-July 
13 must remain for reasons of 
military security, the physical 
checking of road and rail traffic 
would be relaxed.” 

The communique added the 
British -reserved the right to 
check for arms at the remaining 
posts “should it be deemed nec- 
essary in agreement with local 
authorities.” 

Meanwhile, United States An- 
bassador Jefferson Caffery dis- 
closed that Egypt had received 
today a message of “high inter- 
est” from the United States. 
Caffery made the disclosure aft- 
er a 30-minute conference with

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BERKELEY ORDERS 
AUDIT OF SALES 
FOR BACK TAXES 


Aldermen Séek Full Ac- 
counting of Handling 
of Delinquent Real Es- 
tate. 


A full audit of delinquent tax 
sales of real estate in Berkeley 
was ordered by its Board of Al- 
dermen last night on the basis 
of a preliminary report showing 
that official records are incom- 
plete. 


Mayor Bill Bangert had been 
informed some months ago that 
transactions over a four-year 

riod through 1952 should be 
nvestigated, and he employed 
William J. Becker and John 
Molloy, attorneys, to make an 
investigation. 


Becker reported to the alder- 
men last night, and as a conse- 
quence the board adopted a 
resolution authorizing the hiring 
of a certified public accountant 
and the continued employment 
of Becker and Molloy to deter- 
mine whether the city had re- 
ceived its fair return on the tax 
sales. 

Bangert estimated that ap- 
proximately 1000 lots were in- 
volved. . 

Purpose of Audit. 

Becker said: “We are not ac- 
cusing anyone of wrongdoing. 
The purpose of the investigation 
is to find out how many lots 
were sold, how much was paid 
for them, what profits might 
have been made by individuals, 
and how much is outstanding in 
delinquent taxes.” 

Becker reported to the alder- 
men his finding that in 1948 
the city advanced $4608 to a 
person he did not name, for the 
purpose of obtaining lots by 

ying delinquent taxes on them. 

ive days later, Becker said, 
that person repaid the $4608 in 
consideration of deeds to lots 
which he had obtained. 

On Dec. 11, 1952, the un- 
identified person, a resident of 
Berkeley, paid the city $5997 
to satisfy tax claims against the 
lots in his name. In the mean- 
time, Becker said, “a very con- 
siderable number” of the lots 
involved were redeemed or sold 
through the city office. 

No Agreement. 

Becker pointed out there was 
no record of any agreement be- 
tween the city and the unidenti- 
fied man which would show that 
he was a trustee or agent of the 
city in the transactions. Lacking 
such a document, the city would

POSTAL RATE RISE 
PLA CALED ‘TAX 


House Members Say Post- 
office Wants to Penalize 
First-Class Mail Users. 


WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP) 
—House Post Office Committee 
members accused Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield 
yesterday of wanting to “tax” 
the great majority of mail users 
by increasing postal rates to off- 
set unprofitable postal opera- 
tions. 

As Summerfield sat through a 


third day of grilling from mem- 
bers opposed to his request for 
rate increases amounting to 
$240,000,000 a year, Representa- 
tive Gross (Rep.), Iowa, called 
the rate proposals “another tax 
on the American people.” 


Representative Withrow 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, and Repre- 
sentative Corbett (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, told Summerfield that 
preferential handling of some 
classes of mail, and so-called 
“subsidies,” represent a policy 
of Congress and are properly 
chargeable to the Government. 

They contended that Summer- 
field was attempting to place the 
burden on first class mail users, 
who already are “paying their 
own way,” to offset losses in- 
curred on unprofitable handling 
of second and third class mail. 


; “By a matter of congressional 
policy, Corbett declared, “we er- 


tended service to Little Abner 
in the Tennessee hills and the 
little islands in the Great Lakes. 
But that is a matter of policy 
to give this service, and business 
should not be charged the cost.” 

Summerfield contended the 
public is already paying a tax 
in the form of public funds to 
make up the anrtual office 
deficit of more than half a bil- 
lion dollars. 


Taxpayers, he said, have been 
underwriting the losses of the 
department for too long, and the 
Administration proposal for 
higher rates “is to require the 
people who use the mail to pay 
to the extent they use it.” 

Summerfield eaid it is “an 
unconscionable thing” to go on 
taking a loss of $142,000,000 a 
year on second class (publica- 
tion) mail and $190,000,000 on 
third class (commercial) mail.

We must realize that at any 
given time some agricultural 
commodity may be selling at a 
level that does not cover its cost. 

“If, on the other hand, we de- 
sire to have rigid price supports 
at a high level, we find the situ- 
ation reversed. The immediate 
effect may be to raisé prices and 
increase farmers’ income for the 
current crop. But the long ruf 
effect is to stimulate production, 
stifle consumption, attract im- 
ports, encourage ¢ompetitive 
products and thereby pile tip 
surpluses. 

“Then follow surplus disposal, 
acreage limitations, import quo- 
tas and the whole host of regula 
tions that must accoffipatiy the 
permanent maintenance of a 
price above its normal level.” 

Benson said he was not yet 
ready to make positive recom- 
mendations for changes in farm 
programs. 

Nevertheless, he said _ the 
“American way” to push ahead 
is through self-help programs of 
farmers’ own development. 

“The mechanics of such pro- 
grams will be far better suited 
to your purposes if they are 
worked out from within the 
ranks of your own industry— 
worked out by the people who 
have lived all their lives with 
these problems, We stand ready 
to help in any way we can,” 

Benson said, however, he did 
not become Secretary of Agri- 
culture “to stand idly by while 
farmers go through the wringer 
of economic distress, whether 
due to drouth or some other 
cause.”

Airlines Out of Business, 
Senator Says. 


WASHINGTON, duly 16 (AP) 
—Senator Langer (Rép.), North 
Dakota, yéstefday accused the 
Civil Aéfonautiés Board 6f driv 
ing indepéndent aiflites cut of 
business. Hé saéid Oongress 
would investigate the practice 
if it did not stop. 

The C.A.B.’s “callous disregard 
of the rights of small business 
and its insensitiveness to the 
warnings of Congress regarding 
the dangerous growth of mo- 
nopoly in civil aviation,” Langer 
declared, “should be the subject 
of an immediate and searching 
inquiry.” 

Langer seid he would discuss 
such an investigation with Sena- 
tor Tobey (Rep.), New Hamp- 


and Foreign Commerce Commit- 
tee, and with the members of 
the Judi subcommittee on 
monopoly ‘and anti-trust legisla- 
tion which he himself heads. 

In the meantime, Langer de- 
clared, if the C.A.B. continues 
“to put out of business these 
independent companies, ‘it is in- 
viting the loudest explosion 
from Congress that any one of 
these administrative agencies 
have heard in a long time.” 

He said Congress had invited 
the non-scheduled airline opera- 
tors into business in 1945 by 
giving them Reconstruction Fi- 
nanee Corporation loans and 
making equipment available. 

“These newcomers,” Langer 
said, “have given civil aviation 
new ideas, new blood and some 
life-giving competition. 

“Nobody knew what anything 
should cost in a subsidized in- 
dustry which had received over 
half a billion dollars from the 
Government, disguised as mail 
pay, during the first six years 
after the war. These new enter- 
prises began giving service for 
one third less, and began mak- 
ing money without any subsidy. 
Here you had a yardstick ... 

“No wonder the campaign to 
put them out of business,” 
Langer déclared. :“They have 
spoiled the cozy, sleepy type of 
airline business which reaches 
out for public subsidy and oper- 
ates on the basis that the air 
over the United States is a pri- 
vate preserve, a sort of exclusive 
club for blooded aristocrats.”

But alas! It was only 6:10, and the time scheduled for 
the going-to-bed of 2-year-olds was, in this institute, 7 
o’clock. The person in charge indicated this, and directed 
that the children should not go to bed for another half- 
hour. 

“Because,” she pointed out, “we have a certain time 
when we like to have all the 2-year-olds wake up and if 
these two children go to bed half an hour early they will, 
obviously, wake up<half an hour early and disturb the 
whole group.”

OUR FRIEND, from her own experience, didn’t think 
this was so. She got permission to let the succession- 
conscious, but not time-conscious, children: go to bed then 
and there. 

And sure enough! Next morning her two charges out- 
slept by a good half hour the later-to-bed group who had 
been running around wildly for a half hour longer before 
going to bed. 

Many of you may already know from your experience 
that this is likely to be the case. All too often parents, 
discouraged at the heathenly early rising of their pre- 
schoolers, have kept them up way past their normal bed- 
time, in order to make them sleep later in the morning. 

And what happened? They waked up earlier than ever. 
Logically, the later a child is put to bed, the later you 
would expect him to wake up in the morning.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Loose Joints. 


LL sorts of things can hap- 

pen to a piece of furniture 

but nine times out of ten 
the trouble is that a leg or rung 
gets loose. 

Now, the standard treatment 
for this condition is to remove 
the leg or rung and make a 
saw cut down the middle; % 
inch or so in depth. Into this 
cut you drive a thin wood wedge 
and then set the rung or leg 
back into the hole with wood 
glue. The wood wedge expands 
the end of the leg just enough 
so that it fits tightly in the 
hole. 


This all works out very well 
but the trouble is that in many 
cases to remove the leg or rung 
from the hole means taking the 
whole darn piece of furniture 
apart and this isn’t always so 
good, 

One way to retighten a glued 
joint without taking it apart is 
to make a little opening with a 
small chisel alongside the loose 
joint and then coat a wedge 
with glue and drive it in. The 
action of the wedge tightens 
up the joint and the glue ih- 
sures the wedge staying in place. 

Another trick that works pret- 
ty well is to drill a few small 
holes alongside the loose joint 
and force in these wood glue. 
A small ear syringe works out 
pretty well here for forcing the 
glue into the holes. 

A more involved method of 
tightening a joint without tak- 
ing it apart is to bore a hole at 
right angles to it and then in- 
sert a glued dowel. The dowel 
must fit snugly in the hole. A 
joint repaired in this manner 
will usually hold for the life 
of the piece of furniture.
